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PreFace 


Over  the  years  the  Addiction  Research  Foundation  has  had  to  meet  a growing  demand  for  statistical 
information  on  the  prevalence  of  substance  abuse  and  its  associated  problems.  In  order  to  meet  our  own 
scientific  needs,  and  as  a collaborating  centre  with  the  World  Health  Organization,  we  have  attempted  to 
collect  and  monitor  international  data  related  to  substance  abuse. 

The  Statistical  Information  Service  was  created  to  compile  and  disseminate  this  data  so  that  researchers, 
policy-makers,  planners  and  other  interested  groups  would  have  access  to  the  most  current  information 
available.  This  is  the  first  edition  of  the  International  Profile  and  builds  upon  former  compilations  that 
the  Addiction  Research  Foundation  produced  in  the  past,  primarily  under  the  title  Statistics  on  Alcohol 
and  Drug  Use  in  Canada  and  Other  Countries.  A listing  of  previous  reports  produced  by  the  Addiction 
Research  Foundation  is  included  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

As  the  title  suggests,  this  volume  contains  international  alcohol-  and  other  drug-related  statistical  data. 
While  no  single  publication  could  possibly  include  all  of  the  data  that  is  available  on  substance  abuse,  the 
International  Profile  does  provide  a single  comprehensive  source  for  major,  commonly  utilized  indicators. 
Data  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a variety  of  sources  (available  by  January  1994)  and,  while 
they  have  been  verified  to  eliminate  errors,  any  limitations  that  existed  in  the  original  data  will  be  repeated 
in  this  volume. 

Finally,  the  last  page  is  a survey  regarding  this  publication  and  its  contents.  Readers  are  encouraged  to 
spend  the  time  to  fill  this  out  and/or  to  contact  the  Statistical  Information  Service  directly  with  any 
comments  or  suggestions  that  can  make  this  a more  useful  and  comprehensive  publication.  We  are  be 
particularly  interested  in  other  data  sources  or  indicators  that  may  be  available  and  would  be  useful  to  the 
users  of  this  report.

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INTRODUCTION 


Overview 

This  report.  International  Profile  - Alcohol  and  Other  Drugs,  1994,  is  the  latest  compilation  of 
international  alcohol  and  drug  indicators  produced  by  the  Addiction  Research  Foundation.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  publication,  together  with  other  sources  of  information,  will  aid  in  establishing  a 
more  thorough  understanding  of  substance  abuse  problems  throughout  the  world.  While  no 
single  publication  could  possibly  contain  all  the  substance  abuse  information  available 
internationally,  the  motivation  behind  this  report  was  to: 

i)  provide  a single  source  document  for  a select  group  of  key  indicators; 

ii)  provide  data  for  the  most  recent  1 0 year  period;  and 

iii)  select  series  from  sources  that  cover  as  many  countries  as  possible. 

Each  of  the  six  chapters  in  this  report  consists  of  a brief  overview,  including  graphical 
representations,  of  the  highlights  contained  in  the  subsequent  tables.  Chapter  I focuses  on  basic 
demographic  data,  including  population,  birth  rates,  death  rates  and  economics.  Chapter  II 
contains  data  on  alcohol  production  and  consumption  and  liver  cirrhosis  mortality.  Chapter  III 
contains  data  related  to  the  international  consumption  of  controlled  narcotic  drugs  such  as 
codeine  and  heroin.  Chapter  IV  deals  with  tobacco,  cigarette  production  and  mortality  from  lung 
cancer.  Chapter  V examines  data  related  to  caffeine,  such  as  tea  and  coffee  production  and 
consumption.  Finally,  Chapter  VI  provides  additional  health-related  data  that  is  useful  in  the 
study  of  substance  abuse,  such  as:  AIDS  cases,  suicides,  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  general 
mortality  data. 

The  Data 

A report  of  this  nature  can  only  touch  the  surface  of  international  substance  use  and  abuse. 
Ideally,  this  report  would  contain  a country-by-country  examination  of  the  issues,  drawing  on 
national  reports  and  surveys  to  produce  an  in-depth  profile  for  each  region.  Realistically,  to 
produce  such  a report  would  require  the  collaboration  and  co-operation  of  experts  in  each 
country.  Even  then,  because  different  countries  have  different  objectives,  resources,  and  systems 
for  conducting  such  investigations,  the  comparability  between  regions  would  be  limited. 

Thus,  this  publication  draws  upon  data  collected  by  international  organizations,  such  as  the 
United  Nations  and  the  World  Health  Organization.  These  data  are  typically  based  on 
international  reporting  systems  and  agreements  that  have  been  established  to  provide  a frame  of 
reference  for  making  international  comparisons.  However,  it  is  not  feasible  for  all  countries  to 
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provide  such  reports  and  there  can  be  variations  in  the  usage  of  these  reporting  systems  among 
regions.  Readers  are  urged  to  use  caution  when  making  international  comparisons  and  to  pay 
attention  to  the  footnotes  from  the  source  material. 


Methodological  Notes 

The  reader's  attention  is  drawn  to  the  following  characteristics  and  limitations  of  the  data 
reported  in  this  volume. 

In  the  subsequent  tables,  the  number  of  countries  included  varies  from  under  50  to  over  200, 
depending  upon  the  source  and  the  topic.  The  accompanying  analysis  that  is  part  of  each  chapter 
is  based  upon  the  data  that  is  available  and  has  been  reported  in  the  source  publications.  The 
regional  analysis  is  solely  dependent  upon  how  many  countries  reported,  and  may  not  reflect  the 
actual  levels  within  a region  because  the  data  is  incomplete.  Without  completely  understanding 
the  dynamics  that  have  generated  these  data,  the  analysis  has  been  restricted  to  identifying  major 
trends  that  will  assist  in  guiding  the  reader  through  the  tables. 

Recent  political  changes  around  the  world  have  also  had  an  impact  on  the  data  contained  in  these 
tables.  In  order  to  simplify  the  presentation  of  material,  data  from  the  former  Federal  and 
Democratic  Republics  of  Germany  have  been  combined  for  the  entire  series  to  reflect  the  current 
political  situation.  With  respect  to  the  former  USSR,  the  Baltic  republics,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Independent  States  and  Georgia  have  been  combined  and  presented  under  the  designation  'former 
USSR’. 

Users  should  also  be  aware  that  the  data  presented  in  these  tables  can  be  influenced  by  the  impact 
of  war,  disease,  famine  or  other  natural  disasters.  These  phenomena  can  impact  on  production, 
consumption,  the  occurrence  of  events,  and  the  actual  reporting  of  data  to  international 
organizations.  Thus,  significant  year  over  year  changes  should  be  examined  carefully  in  the  full 
context  of  the  local  situation. 


Conclusion 

While  no  data  set  will  fully  represent  the  intended  subjects  of  examination,  they  continue  to  be 
widely  used  for  international  comparisons  on  substance  use  and  abuse.  As  the  international 
community  becomes  more  interdependent,  the  incentive  and  need  to  obtain  information  allowing 
more  consistent  international  comparisons  will  grow.  Given  time,  resources  and  interest,  efforts 
will  continue  to  produce  a broader,  more  refined  range  of  indicators  and  a more  thorough 
examination  of  the  sources  and  their  attendant  problems. 
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CIlApTER  I 


DEMOGRAPHICS 


World  Population 

Between  1982  and  1991,  world  population  growth  was  relatively  steady, 
averaging  1.8%  per  year  (Figure  1-1;  Table  1-2).  In  1991,  world  population 
was  an  estimated  5.36  billion.

The  fastest  growing  region  of  the  world  was  Africa,  with  a population 
growth  rate  of  3.8%  in  1991,  and  an  average  of  3.3%  per  year  for  the 
period  between  1982  and  1991.  Its  share  of  the  world  population  has 
grown  from  10.9%  in  1982  to  12.4%  in  1991. 

The  slowest  growing  region  was  Europe,  with  a population  growth  rate  of 
0.7%  in  1991  and  an  average  of  0.5%  per  year  for  the  period  between  1982 
and  1991.  As  a result  of  this  slow  growth,  Europe's  share  of  the  world 
population  has  declined  from  16.6%  in  1982  to  14.8%  in  1991.

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Most  of  the  world's  inhabitants  resided  in  Asia  (Figure  1-2).  Between  1982  and  1991,  the  Asian 
population  grew  at  an  average  rate  of  1.9%  a year.  Over  this  period,  Asia's  proportion  of  the 
world  population  remained  relatively  stable  and  in  1991,  58.6%  or  3.14  billion  persons  lived  in 
Asia.

In  1991,  13.7%  or  734.1 
million  persons  lived  in  the 
Americas.  Population  growth 
in  the  Americas  has  been 
steady  over  the  last  10  years, 
increasing  at  an  average  rate 
of  1.6%  per  year. 

The  least  populated  region  of 
the  world  was  Oceania.  Only 
0.5%  of  the  world's 
population  (26.9  million 
persons)  were  located  in  this 
region  in  1991.  Between  1982 
and  1991,  Oceania  grew  at  an 
average  rate  of  1.5%  a year. 


Gross  Domestic  Product 

Tables  1-4  and  1-5  present  data  on  gross  domestic  product  (GDP)  and  GDP  per  capita  for  the 
period  1981  to  1990.  Without  considering  the  purchasing  power  of  local  currencies  or  the  degree 
to  which  a country's  government  is  involved  in  the  welfare  of  the  population,  meaningful 
comparisons  involving  GDP  valued  in  U.S.  dollars  are  difficult  to  interpret. 

However,  the  G-7  nations  (Canada,  France,  Germany,  Italy,  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States),  who  together  represent  about  12%  of  the  world's  population,  accounted  for 
almost  65%  of  the  world's  total  output  (based  on  available  data).  Approximately  40%  of  world 
gross  domestic  product  can  be  attributed  to  the  United  States  and  Japan,  who  together  account 
for  about  7%  of  the  world's  population.  Figure  1-3  illustrates  how  the  world's  countries  rank  in 
terms  of  GDP  per  capita. 


EXPLANATORY  NOTES 
Table  1-2:  Population 

This  table  represents  a summary  estimate  of  mid-year  population,  as  of  July  1 of  the  year  stated, 
for  211  countries  or  areas  with  a de  facto  population  of  at  least  1,000  inhabitants;  the  de  jure 
figures  are  footnoted  when  known.  By  definition,  a de  facto  population  should  include  all  persons 
physically  present  in  the  country  or  area  at  the  reference  day.  The  de  jure  population,  by  contrast,

should  include  all  usual  residents  of  the  given  country  or  area,  whether  or  not  they  were  physically 
present  there  on  the  reference  date. 

Table  1-3:  Vital  Statistics 

"Live  Birth"  is  the  completed  expulsion  or  extraction  from  its  mother  of  a product  of  conception, 
irrespective  of  the  duration  of  pregnancy,  which  after  such  separation  breathes  or  shows  any  other 
evidence  of  life.  Each  product  of  such  a birth  is  considered  live-bom  regardless  of  gestational  age. 

"Death"  is  the  permanent  disappearance  of  all  evidence  of  life  at  any  time  after  live  birth  has  taken 
place  (post-natal  cessation  of  vital  functions  without  capability  of  resuscitation).  This  definition 
therefore  excludes  fetal  deaths. 

Both  the  live  birth  and  the  cmde  death  rates  are  calculated  per  1,000  mid-year  population. 

Tables  1-4  and  1-5:  GDP 

Data  represent  the  major  national  accounts  aggregates  for  countries  using  the  United  Nations 
System  of  National  Accounts  that  are  based  on  the  concepts  and  definitions  contained  in  A 
System  of  National  Account  (SNA).  The  countries  using  the  Material  Product  System  (MPS)  are 
footnoted  in  the  table.  This  data  is  expressed  in  United  States  dollars,  using  official  exchange 
rates. 

By  definition,  GDP  consists  of  private  final  consumption,  general  government  consumption,  gross 
capital  formation  and  exports,  less  imports  of  goods  and  services  valued  c.i.f.;  or  the  sum  of 
compensation  of  employees,  consumption  of  fixed  assets,  operating  surplus  and  indirect  taxes 
(net)  of  resident  producers,  and  import  duties. 

Net  Material  Product  (NMP)  is  defined  as  the  sum  of  the  final  use  of  goods  and  material  services, 
i.e.,  final  consumption,  net  capital  formation,  losses  and  the  excess  of  exports  over  imports;  or  it 
can  be  computed  as  the  sum  of  the  primary  incomes  of  the  population  and  the  primary  income  of 
the  enterprises  engaged  in  the  material  production  sphere.

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ChApTER  II 

ALCOHOL 


Wine  Production 

Global  wine  production  dropped  4.3%  in  1991  to  approximately  27.8 
million  metric  tonnes  (Table  II-l).  This  continues  a general  trend  which  has 
seen  overall  wine  production  decline  by  26%  since  1982  when  37.4  million 
metric  tonnes  (mmt)  were  produced. 

Figure  II-l  illustrates  that  wine  production  was  dominated  by  Europe.  In 
1991,  European  producers  accounted  for  79.3%  of  the  world  wine  output, 
a level  that  has  remained  virtually  unchanged  since  1982.  France,  Italy,  and 
Spain  were  the  largest  producers,  accounting  for  almost  70%  of  European 
production  in  1991,  or  55%  of  world  production. 


The  Americas  remained  the  second  largest  wine  producing  region,  despite 
a consistent  drop  in  its  world  share  from  18.6%  in  1988  to  14.2%  in  1991. 
The  declining  global  share  of  the  Americas  was  largely  due  to  reduced

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production  by  Argentina  (Table  13-1).  The  supply  of  wine  from  Argentina  dropped  from  2.4 
million  metric  tonnes  in  1987  to  1.46  million  metric  tonnes  in  1991.  The  United  States  produced 
slightly  more  than  Argentina  in  1991  with  an  output  of  1 .49  million  metric  tonnes  (Table  II- 1)  . 

Distilled  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Production 

Global  production  of  distilled 
alcoholic  beverages  dropped 
1%  in  1990  to  57.8  million 
hectolitres  (Table  II-2). 
However,  since  1981,  world 
production  has  remained  at 
virtually  the  same  level, 
fluctuating  between  a low  of 
55.3  million  hectolitres  in 
1981  and  a high  of  60.9 
million  hectolitres  in  1986. 


Europe  and  the  Americas 
were  the  two  major 

producing  regions, 

accounting  for  39.8%  and  32.0%  of  the  world  total  in  1990,  respectively.  Production  from  both 
continents  has  been  relatively  stable  over  this  period  (Figure  II-2). 

While  production  in  Europe  and  the  Americas  has  remained  stable,  Asian  production  has 
increased  by  over  50%  since  1981,  and  in  1990  accounted  for  24.7%  of  the  world  total. 


Beer  Production 

In  contrast  to  wine  and  spirit 
production,  the  world 
production  of  beer  has 
increased  steadily  since  1984 
(Table  II-3,  Figure  13-3). 
Total  production  in  1990  was 
1,088.7  million  hectolitres,  an 
increase  of  3.8%  from  a year 
earlier.  Since  1981,  total  beer 
production  has  increased  by 
16.4%  from  935.1  million 
hectolitres. 


Europe  has  been  the  largest 
beer  producing  region 
(accounting  for  42.9%  of  the  world  total  in  1990),  followed  by  the  Americas  (34.4%),  and  Asia

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(15.2%)  (Table  II-3).  Since  1981,  Asian  production  has  more  than  doubled,  increasing  from  75.0 
million  hectolitres  in  1981  to  166.0  million  hectolitres  in  1990. 

Per  Capita  Absolute  Alcohol  Consumption 

The  world's  highest  per  capita  consumers  of  absolute  alcohol  can  be  found  in  Europe  (Figure  H-4; 
Table  II-4).  Based  on  the  available  data  for  the  period  1982  to  1991,  the  highest  average  levels  of 
absolute  alcohol  consumption  were  recorded  in  France  (13.1  litres  per  person),  followed  by 
Luxembourg  (12.1),  Portugal  (11.5),  Spain(ll. 5),  Hungary (11.1),  Switzerland  (11.0),  Italy 
(10.8),  Germany  (10.7)  and  Belgium  (10.3). 

Deaths  From  Liver  Disease  and  Cirrhosis 

Table  13-5  presents  the  number  of  deaths  from  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis,  while  Table  E-6  and 
Figure  D-5  present  the  corresponding  rates  per  100,000  population.  However,  it  should  be  noted 
that  not  all  liver  cirrhosis  deaths  are  related  to  alcohol  abuse  and  that  the  degree  to  which  alcohol 
is  a factor  will  vary  from  country  to  country. 

During  the  period  1981  to  1990,  using  available  data,  the  highest  average  rates  of  liver  cirrhosis 
mortality  were  recorded  by:  Hungary  (42.9  deaths  per  100,000  population),  Romania  (33.1),  Italy 

(31.1) ,  Portugal  (29.3),  Austria  (28.7),  Chile  (28.1),  Republic  of  Korea  (24.1),  Luxembourg 

(23.1) ,  Puerto  Rico  (22.7)  and  France  (22.4). 


EXPLANATORY  NOTES 
Table  H-l:  Wine 

Data  represent  the  ordinary  wine  of  fresh  grapes  produced  in  wineries  (red,  white,  rose),  sparkling 
wines,  dessert  wines  (Malaga,  port,  sherry,  mistelles),  vermouth  and  other  wines  flavoured  with 
aromatic  extracts.

Readers  should  note  that  the  original  source  material  provided  no  indication  as  to  the  beverage 
strengths  that  were  used  in  calculating  the  pure  alcohol  content.  Figures  in  this  table  may  not  be 
comparable  with  other  tables  due  to  variations  in  the  definitions,  method  of  calculations  or 
sources  used.  By  definition: 
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"Spirits"  are  those  alcoholic  beverages  which  are  obtained  by  the  distillation  of  liquids 
containing  ethyl-alcohol,  with  or  without  flavouring. 


"Beer"  is  the  beverage  obtained  from  the  alcoholic  fermentation  of  yeast  of  a wort  made 
from  the  aqueous  extraction  of  mainly  malted  cereals,  with  or  without  the  addition  of 
unmalted  cereals  and  other  sugary  materials.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  the  footnotes,  an 
alcohol  content  of  1 .2%  VOL  is  used  as  a maximum  limit  for  alcohol-free  and  low  alcohol. 

"Wine"  is  the  beverage  obtained  by  the  fermentation  of  fresh  grapes  or  grape  juice,  which 
may  have  been  alcoholically  strengthened  during  the  production  and  may  have  added 
flavourings. 

Tables  13-5  and  II-6:  Liver  Cirrhosis 

The  cause  of  death  is  defined  as  "the  disease  or  injury  which  initiated  the  train  of  morbid  events 
leading  directly  to  death,  or  the  circumstances  of  the  accident  or  violence  which  produced  the 
fatal  injury"1. 

Figures  are  limited  to  those  countries  that  report  appropriately  to  the  World  Health  Organization 
in  accordance  with  the  Basic  Tabulation  List  of  the  9th  revision  of  the  International  Classification 
of  Diseases  (ICD-9),  or  with  the  List  A of  ICD-8.  Liver  cirrhosis  corresponds  to  code  347  of  the 
ICD-9  Basic  Tabulation  List  and  code  A102  of  the  ICD-8.

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CIlApTER  III 


DRUGS 


For  the  most  part  this  chapter  focuses  on  the  licit  consumption  of  narcotic 
drugs  that  are  used  for  medicinal  purposes.  These  drugs  are  subject  to 
international  control  under  the  Single  Convention  on  Narcotic  Drugs, 
1961.  For  additional  information  on  the  manufacture  and  international 
movements  of  controlled  drugs,  readers  are  referred  to  the  source  material. 

CONSUMPTION  OF  OPIATE  ALKALOIDS  AND  DERIVATIVES 

This  section  examines  drugs  that  are  derived  from  the  opium  poppy, 
papaver  somniferam.  Most  of  the  world's  supply  of  opium  comes  from 
India  and  China,  who  together  in  1991  produced  407.2  metric  tonnes, 
accounting  for  99.9%  of  the  world's  supply1. 

Opium 

Although  most  of  the  opium  produced  is  used  for  the  extraction  of  various 
alkaloids,  a small  amount  each  year  is  consumed  for  medical  purposes. 
Between  1987  and  1991  world  opium  consumption  ranged  between  15  and 
31  metric  tonnes  (Table  HI-1).  Asia  consumed  84%  of  the  world  total 
(26.2  metric  tonnes)  in  1991.  China  and  India  accounted  for  47%  and  30% 
of  world  consumption  respectively.  Twelve  percent  (12%)  of  consumption 
occurred  in  Europe,  where  France  accounted  for  65%  of  the  region's 
consumption  (8%  of  world  consumption). 

Codeine 

The  consumption  of  codeine  represents  a major  use  of  raw  opium. 
Between  1982  and  1991  codeine  consumption  averaged  159  metric  tonnes 
per  year  and  reached  a high  of  169  metric  tonnes  in  1991  (Table  IQ-2, 
Figure  IQ-1). 

During  this  period,  Europe  was  consistently  the  world's  leading  consumer, 
accounting  for  between  39%  in  1988  and  46%  (77.9  metric  tonnes)  in 
1991.  Among  the  countries  in  Europe,  France  accounted  for  20%  (15.5 
metric  tonnes)  of  European  consumption  in  1991,  while  the  former  USSR

ranked  second,  accounting 
for  17%  (13.6  metric  tonnes). 
The  Americas  consumed  32% 
of  the  world  total  (54.7 
metric  tonnes)  in  1991. 
Within  the  Americas,  the 
United  States  accounted  for 
70%  (38,3  metric  tonnes)  of 
the  total  consumption, 
followed  by  Canada,  which 
accounted  for  26%  (14.3 
metric  tonnes).  Asia 
accounted  for  14%  (22.8 
metric  tonnes)  of  codeine 
consumption  in  1991.  Within 
Asia,  India  consumed  54.8% 
(12.5  metric  tonnes)  of  the 
regional  total. 


Dihydrocodeine 

Dihydrocodeine  consumption  increased  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  7%  during  the  period  1982  to 
1991  (Table  IE-3)  rising  from  10.9  to  18.9  metric  tonnes.  Much  of  this  growth  can  be  attributed 
to  increases  in  consumption  that  occurred  in  Japan,  Ireland  and  Germany.  In  1991,  49%  (9.2 
metric  tonnes)  of  world  dihydrocodeine  consumption  occurred  in  Japan.  Europeans  consumed  8.3 
metric  tonnes  of  dihydrocodeine  in  1991,  or  44%  of  the  world  total.  The  United  Kingdom,  Ireland 
and  Germany  combined  to  account  for  91%  (7.6  metric  tonnes)  of  total  European  consumption. 
The  remaining  regions  of  the  world  (the  Americas,  Africa  and  Oceania)  consumed  1.2  metric 
tonnes  or  about  7%  of  the  world  total. 


Ethylmorphine 

Consumption  of  ethylmorphine,  in  all  regions  of  the  world,  has  declined  steadily  since  1982  (Table 
m-4).  Declining  at  an  average  rate  of  6%  per  year,  consumption  has  fallen  from  6.7  metric  tonnes 
in  1982  to  under  3.7  metric  tonnes  in  1991.  France,  the  world's  leading  consumer  of 
ethylmorphine,  consumed  1.2  metric  tonnes  (32%  of  the  world  total)  in  1991.  In  total,  the 
European  region  consumed  2.7  metric  tonnes  or  74%  of  all  ethylmorphine.  Asia  accounted  for 
18%  of  world  consumption  in  1991,  and  India  consumed  95%  of  this  region's  total. 


Morphine 

On  the  basis  of  available  data,  most  reporting  countries  increased  their  consumption  of  morphine 
during  the  years  1982  to  1991  (Table  ID-5).  In  1991,  global  consumption  of  morphine  reached  1 1 
metric  tonnes,  with  Europe  accounting  for  55%  (6.1  metric  tonnes)  of  the  total  and  the  Americas 
37%  (4.1  metric  tonnes).  The  leading  consuming  countries  in  1991  were:  United  States  3.4  metric 
tonnes,  Italy  2.6  metric  tonnes,  United  Kingdom  1.4  metric  tonnes  and  Canada  0.7  metric  tonnes. 
These  four  countries  combined  to  account  for  72%  of  world  morphine  consumption. 
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Oxycodone 

Global  oxycodone  consumption  increased  at  an  average  rate  of  5%  per  year  since  1982,  reaching 
almost  3 metric  tonnes  in  1991  (Table  1II-6).  Most  of  this  growth  can  be  attributed  to  increased 
consumption  in  the  United  States,  the  main  consumer,  which  has  consumed  (on  average)  91%  of 
the  world  total  since  1982.  Canada  was  the  next  largest  consumer,  with  a world  share  averaging 
4%. 


Pholcodine 

Pholcodine  consumption  fluctuated  around  8 metric  tonnes  during  the  period  1982  to  1991, 
ranging  from  a low  of  6.5  metric  tonnes,  recorded  in  1982,  to  a high  of  9.3  metric  tonnes  in  1986 
(Table  DI-7).  During  1991,  6.6  metric  tonnes  were  consumed.  Europe  remained  the  main  user, 
accounting  for  89%  of  world  consumption.  France  and  the  United  Kingdom  accounted  for  80% 
of  world  consumption  (3.6  and  1.4  metric  tonnes  respectively). 

SYNTHETIC  NARCOTIC  DRUGS 

Dextropropoxyphene 

World  dextropropoxyphene  consumption  has  grown  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  10%  per  year 
since  1982,  increasing  from  94.2  metric  tonnes  to  214.4  metric  tonnes  in  1991  (Table  131-8). 
Regionally,  the  Americas  consumed  44%  of  the  world  total  (95.0  metric  tonnes)  while  Europe 
accounted  for  an  additional  39%  (83.3  metric  tonnes).  France,  India,  the  United  States  and  the 
United  Kingdom  accounted  for  most  of  the  growth  and  combined  to  account  for  an  average  of 
81%  of  world  consumption  over  this  period. 

Diphenoxylate 

Global  diphenoxylate  consumption  peaked  in  1990  at  4.4  metric  tonnes  (Table  ni-9),  almost 
doubling  since  1982.  However,  in  1991,  total  consumption  dropped  back  to  3.2  metric  tonnes. 
Most  of  the  growth  in  diphenoxylate  consumption  has  occurred  in  Asia.  Consumption  has  grown 
from  0.5  metric  tonnes  in  1982  to  1.8  metric  tonnes  in  1991.  This  accounts  for  56%  of  the  world 
total,  and  makes  Asia  the  leading  consumer. 

Methadone 

Methadone  is  used  primarily  in  treatment  programs  for  drug  addicts.  Since  1982  methadone 
consumption  has  shown  a clear  upward  trend,  reaching  3.2  metric  tonnes  in  1991  and  averaging 
an  annual  growth  rate  of  6%  (Table  HI- 10).  The  reason  was  increased  consumption  in  the 
Americas  (an  average  growth  rate  of  5%)  and  in  Europe  (an  average  growth  rate  of  11%).  In 
1991,  the  Americas  accounted  for  64%  of  world  consumption  (2.1  metric  tonnes),  while  Europe 
consumed  25%  (0.8  metric  tonnes).  Asian  consumption  has  also  grown,  increasing  an  average  of 
3%  per  year  and  accounting  for  an  average  of  8%  of  total  consumption.  Oceania's  consumption, 
although  only  accounting  for  4%  of  the  world  total,  grew  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  20%. 
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The  world's  leading  consumer  of  methadone  was  the  United  States,  which  in  1991  consumed 
2,012  kilograms  (63%  of  world  consumption).  In  addition  to  the  United  States,  major  consumers 
in  1991  were:  the  United  Kingdom  (209  kilograms),  Australia  (179  kilograms),  the  Netherlands 
(138  kilograms),  Italy  (130  kilograms)  and  Hong  Kong  (109  kilograms). 

Pethidine 

Since  1982,  pethidine  consumption  has  remained  somewhat  constant  at  15  metric  tonnes  per  year 
(Table  HI-1 1).  Although  consumption  has  declined  in  the  Americas  over  this  period,  increases  in 
Asia,  particularly  China,  have  maintained  the  world  utilization  level.  Consumption  in  Europe  was 
2.3  metric  tonnes  in  1982  and  averaged  2.4  metric  tonnes  between  1983  and  1991.  Major 
consuming  countries  of  pethidine  in  1991  were  the  United  States,  where  50%  (7.6  metric  tonnes) 
of  world  consumption  occurred,  China  at  17%  (2.6  metric  tonnes)  and  Canada  at  6%  (0.85  metric 
tonnes). 

Cocaine 

Table  HI-12  presents  data  on  the  licit  consumption  of  cocaine.  Since  1983,  when  over  900  kg  of 
cocaine  were  consumed  world-wide,  consumption  has  been  declining.  In  1991,  the  world 
consumed  591  kg,  of  which  over  40%  was  consumed  in  the  United  States  (245  kg).  In  addition  to 
the  United  States  other  major  consumers  were:  the  United  Kingdom  (63  kg),  former  USSR  (97 
kg)  and  Canada  (28  kg).  Combined,  these  four  countries  accounted  for  73%  of  licit  world  cocaine 
consumption. 

Defined  Daily  Doses 

Using  standardized  definitions  of  appropriate  daily  doses  for  each  drug2  (Defined  Daily  Dose),  it 
is  possible  to  convert  the  bulk  consumption  of  drugs  into  a rate  of  consumption  based  on 
population.  However,  readers  should  note  that  although  the  movements  of  narcotic  drugs  are 
controlled,  many  preparations  containing  these  drugs  are  not  under  strict  regulatory  controls.  As  a 
result,  for  purposes  of  comparisons,  it  is  assumed  that  any  preparations  are  consumed  in  the 
country  of  manufacture  and  that  consumption  is  equal  to  production  in  any  given  year. 

World  total  drug  consumption  averaged  2,559  doses  per  million  inhabitants  per  day  over  the 
period  1987-1991,  where  codeine  accounted  for  42%  and  dextropropoxyphene  accounted  for 
19%  (Table  HI- 13,  Figure  HI-2).  Out  of  101  represented  countries  in  the  table,  34  recorded  daily 
consumption  above  the  world  average  . 

Drug  Seizures 

Table  HI- 14  presents  data  on  drugs  seizures  for  the  period  1982  to  1991.  Because  of  year-to-year 
variations  and  the  impact  of  significant  seizures,  no  attempt  to  analyze  trends  will  be  be  made. 
However  in  1991,  almost  1,100  metric  tonnes  of  cannabis,  383  metric  tonnes  of  cannabis  resin, 
150  metric  tonnes  of  cocaine,  29  metric  tonnes  of  opium,  and  11  metric  tonnes  of  heroin  were 
seized  world-wide.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


Tables  1H-1  to  m-12:  Drug  Consumption 

Under  article  1,  paragraph  2,  of  the  1961  Single  Convention  on  Narcotic  Drugs,  consumption  is 
defined  as  follows:  "For  the  purposes  of  this  Convention  a drug  shall  be  regarded  as  'consumed' 
when  it  has  been  supplied  to  any  person  or  enterprise  for  retail  distribution,  medical  use  or 
scientific  research;  and  'consumption'  shall  be  construed  accordingly". 

However,  preparations  derived  from  these  narcotic  drugs  are  not  always  strictly  controlled.  As  a 
result,  without  information  regarding  the  manufacture  and  subsequent  international  movement  of 
these  preparations,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  true  consumption  within  a country.  For  the 
purposes  of  these  tables,  it  is  assumed  that  any  preparations  derived  from  these  drugs  are 
consumed  within  the  country  of  manufacture.  Thus,  consumption  includes  the  manufacture  of  the 
preparations  of  the  following  drugs: 

Acetyldihydrocodeine,  Cocaine,  Codeine,  Dextropropoxyphene,  Difenoxin, 
Dihydrocodeine,  Diphenoxylate,  Ethylmorphine,  Morphine,  Nicocodine, 
Nicodicodine,  Norcodeine,  Opium,  Pholcodine  and  Propiram.

The  unit  chosen  for  the  purposes  of  these  comparisons  is  the  average  number  of  "defined  daily 
doses"  consumed  per  year  between  1987  and  1991  per  million  inhabitants.  Calculations  were 
performed  by  the  International  Narcotics  Control  Board  using  their  own  population  estimates.  As 
a result,  any  calculation  using  data  available  in  this  publication  may  result  in  small  discrepancies.

During  the  past  decade,  world  tobacco  production  fluctuated  from  a low  of 
6.0  million  metric  tonnes  in  1983  to  7.7  million  metric  tonnes  in  1991 
(Table  IV- 1;  Figure  IV-1).  In  1991,  production  increased  by  8.3%  to  7.7 
milbon  metric  tonnes.  This  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  in  which 
production  rose.  During  the  five  years  between  1986  and  1991,  world 
output  has  grown  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  5%.

Regionally,  in  1991  Asian  production  accounted  for  61.8%  of  the  world 
total,  followed  by  the  Americas  (19.9%),  Europe  (12.3%),  Africa  (5.8%), 
and  Oceania  (0.2%). 

Production  in  Asia  fluctuated  between  3.1  million  metric  tonnes  in  1983 
and  4.7  million  metric  tonnes  in  1991.  Generally,  tobacco  production  in 
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Asia  has  been  increasing.  In  1991,  output  of  tobacco  increased  11.8%  to  4.73  million  metric 
tonnes.  China  accounted  for  65.9%  of  all  Asian  production  in  1991. 

The  Americas  were  the  second  largest  tobacco  producing  region,  with  an  output  of  1.52  million 
metric  tonnes  in  1991.  The  United  States  produced  0.75  million  tonnes,  accounting  for  49.4%  of 
the  regional  total.  Brazil,  the  second  largest  producer  in  the  Americas,  accounted  for  27.1%  of 
production. 

Cigarette  Production 

Global  cigarette  production  increased  consistently  at  an  average  rate  of  2.0%  per  year  from  4.4 
trillion  cigarettes  in  1981  to  5.3  trillion  cigarettes  in  1990  (Table  IV-2;  Figure  IV-2).  In  most 
regions,  cigarette  production  during  the  past  decade  remained  stable.  Most  of  the  growth 
occurred  in  Asia,  where  production  grew  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  4%  per  year. 


In  1990,  Asian  countries  produced  2.6  trillion  cigarettes  (49.6%  of  world  production).  China 
produced  1.6  trillion  cigarettes  in  1990,  accounting  for  62.9%  of  Asian  production  and  31.2%  of 
world  production.  Between  1981  and  1990  Chinese  production  grew  at  an  average  annual  rate  of 
9%.  In  contrast,  Japanese  production  (Asia's  second  largest  producer)  declined  from  306.6  billion 
cigarettes  in  1982  to  268.1  billion  cigarettes  in  1991,  a drop  of  12.6%. 


Cigarette  production  in  the  rest  of  the  world  remained  stable  during  the  period  examined.  In  1990, 
European  cigarette  production  accounted  for  26.9%  of  world  output  while  the  Americas 
accounted  for  an  additional  21.0%.

Table  IV-4  presents  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  of  the  trachea,  bronchus  and 
lungs,  while  Table  IV-5  showed  the  corresponding  rates  per  100,000  population  and  Figure  IV-3 
presents  a comparable  map.  While  not  all  deaths  in  this  category  can  be  attributed  to  smoking, 
there  is  evidence  to  suggest  that  lung  cancer  mortality  is  highly  correlated  with  smoking.

Table  IV-1:  Tobacco 

Figures  represent  tobacco  leaf  production  in  reference  to  farm  sales  weight  as  far  as  this  could  be 
determined.  Data  on  a dry  weight  basis  have,  therefore,  been  converted  by  the  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United  Nations  into  farm  sales  weight  at  about  90  parts  to  100.

COFFEE  AND  TEA 


Coffee  Production  and  Consumption 

In  1991,  the  global  production  of  coffee  fell  3%  to  6.1  million  metric 
tonnes.  Only  four  regions  of  the  world  are  involved  in  the  production  of 
coffee.  America,  mainly  south,  contributed  61.9%  of  the  world  production 
in  1991,  followed  by  Africa  (19.1%),  Asia  (18.0%),  and  Oceania  (1.0%). 

Between  1982  and  1991,  coffee  production  fluctuated  between  a low  of 
5.0  million  metric  tonnes  in  1982  to  a high  of  6.5  million  metric  tonnes  in 
1987  (Table  V-l;  Figure  V-l).  On  average,  coffee  production  has 
increased  at  an  annual  rate  of  2.7%  a year  since  1982.

Much  of  the  world  supply  of  coffee  is  from  South  America,  which  typically 
accounted  for  62%  of  the  world  tobacco  production.  Between  1982  and 
1991,  South  American  production  increased  at  an  average  rate  of  3.4%  per 
year.  Brazil  and  Colombia,  with  a combined  output  of  2.4  million  metric 
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tonnes  in  1991,  typically  represented  well  over  half  of  all  output  from  South  America. 

Although  only  accounting  for  18%  (1.1  million  metric  tonnes)  of  world  production,  the 
production  of  coffee  in  Asia  has  grown  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  5.6%  during  this  period. 
Indonesia  was  the  largest  producer  in  the  region,  accounting  for  37.2%  or  408.0  thousand  metric 
tonnes  in  1991.  In  addition,  Viet  Nam,  the  second  largest  Asian  producer,  had  the  fastest  growth 
rate  in  the  region  and  in  the  world.  In  1982,  it  produced  only  25.0  thousand  metric  tonnes.  Within 
ten  years,  its  production  rose  to  285.0  thousand  metric  tonnes,  a 1,040%  increase. 

Consumption  of  coffee  appears  to  have  peaked  in  the  early  to  mid-eighties  for  most  countries. 
North  America,  Canada  and  the  United  States  were  moderate  consumers  with  an  average  yearly 
consumption  of  4.5  kilograms  per  capita  from  1982  to  1991  (Table  V-2).  Heavy  coffee  drinkers 
were  concentrated  in  northern  Europe,  where  consumption  was  highest  in  Finland  (11.6 
kg/person),  Sweden  (11.1),  Denmark  (10.6)  and  Norway  (10.4). 

Tea  Production 

World  production  of  tea  grew  at  an  annual  rate  of  3%  on  average  for  the  period  between  1982 
and  1991.  Output  ranged  from  1.9  million  metric  tonnes  in  1982  to  2.6  million  metric  tonnes  in 
1991  (Table  V-3;  Figure  V-2).

Approximately  80%  of  tea  production  came  from  Asia.  China  and  India  were  the  major 
producers,  accounting  for  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  output  from  the  region  (50%  of  world 
production).

The  figures  represent  residuals  covering 
all  forms  of  coffee,  measured  by  deducting  re-exports  from  imports  and  adjusting  the  resultant 
figures  for  changes  in  the  levels  of  known  inventories.  Computations  are  made  by  the  Statistical 
Division  of  the  United  Nations.

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ChApTER  VI 

HEALTH 


The  tables  in  this  chapter  provide  additional  health  and  mortality  related  information.  With  the 
exception  of  total  mortality,  each  of  the  other  indicators  is  related  by  varying  degrees  to  substance 
use  and  abuse.  A general  relationship,  that  is  true  for  all  regions  of  the  world,  cannot  be 
determined  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

Reported  AIDS  Cases 

Between  1987  and  1991  the  cumulative  number  of  reported  AIDS  (acquired  immunodeficiency 
syndrome)  cases  around  the  world  increased  from  71,297  to  493,872.  More  recent  data  indicates 
that  by  1993  the  cumulative  number  of  AIDS  cases  worldwide  had  increased  to  almost  875, 0001. 

Figure  VI- 1 shows  rates  per  million  population  of  reported  cases  of  AIDS  up  to  the  end  of  1991. 
Based  on  the  available  data,  some  of  the  highest  risk  areas  were  in  Africa  and  South  America.  In 
Africa,  for  example,  the  rate  per  million  population  was  1,545  in  Uganda,  1,484  in  Congo,  and 
1,41 1 in  Malawi  (Table  VI-1).  In  the  Americas,  the  rate  for  the  Bahamas  was  3,233  and  3,131  for 
Bermuda  (Table  VI-1).  In  Europe,  the  highest  rates  were  recorded  in  Switzerland  and  France 
(328  and  313  cases  per  million,  respectively). 

Deaths  From  Selected  Causes 

Tables  VI-2  and  VI-3  present  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  the  corresponding  rates  per  100,000 
population  for  the  period  1981  to  1990. 

Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  traffic  accidents  for  the  years  1981  through  1990  are  presented  in 
Table  VI-4,  while  the  corresponding  rates  are  listed  in  Table  VI-5.  While  a number  of  countries 
experienced  declines  in  their  motor  vehicle  death  rates,  there  are  also  many  countries  where  the 
rate  of  deaths  from  this  cause  has  increased. 

Deaths  involving  suicide  are  presented  in  Tables  VI-6  and  VI-7.  During  the  period  1981  to  1990 
there  were  no  discernible  trends.  However,  based  on  the  available  data,  suicide  rates  appear  to  be 
higher  in  various  regions  of  Europe  (Hungary  40  per  100,000  population,  Finland  30  and 
Denmark  24)  compared  to  the  rest  of  the  world.
